I feel that their 
judgment was justified. 
My sincere 


thanks are due to the prosecuting 
attorney, Mr. Brothers, who was al- 
ways nice with me.

outline clearly the situation in Chi- 
huahua according to his most recent 
information of the whereabouts of 
Carranza detachments.

note it is desired to know as accur- 
ately as possible what the movements 
of his forces are. 


It was explained at the war

of the border controlled by its posi- 
tion in Mexico.

In the same 
manner a large green headed pin indi- 
cates a fatal trolley car accident The 
map of Manhattan shows that a long 
stretch of Fifth avenue has an almost 
continuous line of accidents. The Thir- 
teenth precinct shows a greater num- 
ber of accidents than any other. This 
precinct contains Delancey street, with 
the approach to the "Williamsburg 
bridge and many narrow east side 
streets.—Safety Engineering.

There is a tendency to laugh at 


The essays delivered at school and 
college commencements, on account 
of the easy and 
off-hand 
way in 


which they attempt to solve, all prob- 
lems that perplex 
the 
world. Yet 


these essays contain a lot of truth 
which the world might well take note 
of. 


The graduates during their study 


have been under the influence 
of 


bright and resourceful teachers, who 
as a class are 
keenly 
intellectual 


people of high ideals. 
Also in their 


study of poetry and philosophy, they 
have come in contact with the great 
thinkers of all ages. Compositions 
may not be original, but they reflect 
all this wisdom that has come from 
these sources. 


So while these essays 
are 
to a 


large extent borrowed thought, they 
represent in a way the best thought 
of the world as applied to the ills 
of daily life. 
If the essays seem 


impracticable and dreamy, the trou- 
ble may not be with the ideas ex- 
pressed, but with the stupidity and 
folly of human nature, which refuses 
to listen to what the thinkers are 
saying. 


There is an old phrase that the 


purpose of language is to conceal 
thought. This used to 
be 
applied 


principally to diplomatists. 
It fits 


the builders of political platforms 
even better. 


Some consummate artists in word 


twisting are always lined up for the 
national conventions. They hand out 
high sounding planks 
which may 


catch votes of those specially inter- 
ested, yet offend no one. Xo na- 
tional platform is usually considered 
complete without 
favorable 
refer- 


ences to the oppressed and other non- 
political questions. 


On some issues, the common meth- 


od is to straddle. 
It is customary to 


demand a low tariff on the necessar- 
ies of life, yet also demand that the 
workmen making those necessaries 
be shielded from foreign competition. 
Ordinarily this kind of thing goes 
pretty well. But 
occasionally the 


people get worked up on a certain 
question, and demand a positive ex- 
pression. 


To discriminating students of poli- 


tics, platforms are not as meaning- 
less as they seem. They may be sur- 
rounded by masses of \orbiaee. The 
carefully balanced phrases may be 
aimed to please all factions if pos- 
sible. But by comparing the declara- 
tions with those of previous years, 
differences of statements and em- 
phasis can be found. 
It is 
usually 


seen that either a 
declaration 
has 


grown more positive, 
indicating a 


growth of public sentiment, or that 
it has become more evasive, indicat- 
ing the subject has dropped out of 
popular interest. 


If the politicians could see them- 


selves as others see them, they would 
write few stradles. The majority of 
people are outspoken and like their 
public men to be so. A doubled faced 
statement disgusts many and pleases 
few. 
If they can't bo positive, it is 


better to be silent.

After 


meeting with almost unprecedented 
weather in the early part of 1915, 
the lieutenant's ship Endurance was 
badly nippi-d by great icebergs and 
afterwards foundered. 


Sir Ernest succeeded in getting off 


all his mon and some stores. Terri- 
ble privations were suffered. 


After a most hazardous 
journey 


the explorer reached Elephant Isl- 
and. Tim scarcity of food became so 
serious that he decided to leave the 
greater part of his mon while he 
set off for help. 
Rations for the 


men left behind were stored in a hole 
dug in tho ice." 


After a journey of three weeks 


such as probably Is unique In i the 
annals of Antarctic expeditions. Sir 
Ernest rea< lied South Georgia. There 
he sought the assistance of whalers 
for the rr-hcue of the party on Ele- 
phant Island but this proved to be 
impossible owing to the prevalence 
of unfavorable weather conditions. 


The message says there is urgent 


need of help tor the marooned men. 


In vir-w of the information receiv- 


ed from Lieutenant Shackleton the 
plans of the government for sending 
a relief expedition from England will 
be abandoned and a whaler will be 
sent from the Falkland Islands 
to 


rescue the marooned men.

South Georgia Island, where he hop- 
ed to moot whaling vessels and thus 
got in touch with civilization. 
His 


voyage from the South Shetlands to 
South Georgia, a 
distance of 
900 


miles in an open 22 foot boat amid 
ice, 
was a hazardous and remark- 


able feat even for so skilled a nav- 
igator and seaman as Shackleton. 


"The South Shetland Islands are 


infested with ice floes at this timo of 
the year and it will not bo easy to 
reach the men on Elephant Island 
until later, though no doubt whalers 
will be sent now from the Falklands 
in an attempt to rescue them.

is understood Australia is

In France are ninny small farms 
which yield a good profit to their own- 
er*. In the French and Italian quar- 
ters of New York snails may be bought 
cither alive or cooked, and at most of 
the French restaurants they are served,

form of dish.

tities. They need lime for making their 
shells, but they do not have to be fed, 
as they can find their own food, which

Confusion in the Ranks of 


Republicans Is Contrasted 


With Democratic Harmony 


Columbus, O., June 
1.—la 
bis 


keynote address before the 
Demo- 


cratic state convention here today, 
Newton D. Baker, secretary of war, 
brought 40 Ohio Democrats greetings 
and good 
wishes 
from 
President 


Woodrow Wilson, praises for Senator 
Atlee Pomerene, and predictions of 
success for the party in the coming 
campaign. 


Supporting his claim for 
future 
success of the party, Secetary Bak- 
er pointed out the fact that since the 
adoption of the Democratic platform 
for the last national campaign, the 
Democrats had had a definite pro- 
gram which has been carefully fol- 
lowed by 
administration 
officials. 


He contrasted this with the present 
state of confusion in the ranks of 
tha Republicans, both upon the ques- 
tion of candidates and upon princl- 
Plea. 


His address was received with en- 


thusiasm; its full text follows: 
Gentlemen of the Convention: 


Before I turn to a discussion of the 


issues in 
the 
approaching 
cam- 


paign, I want to give you a greeting 
and a message from the President 
of the United States. 
To you and 


through you to the Democrats of 
Ohio he sends a cordial message of 
greeting and 
fellowship, and 
he 


authorizes me to say for him that 
were he here he would express his 
appreciation of the confidence" of the 
people of Ohio, and his especial ap- 
preciation of the unswerving loyalty, 
the steady support and assistance 
he has received from Senator Pom- 
erene. In all the 
long 
and. busy 


months of this Administration there 
has been no represenative in either 
branch of Congress upon which the 
President has relied with more con- 
fidence and affection than our dis- 
tinguished 
Senator. 
And 
coming 


from Washington, where the services 
of these men are best known, 
I 


am happy to be able to assure you 
that he is honored by his associates 
as an honest, able and fearless cham- 
pion of the principles of true 
De- 


mocracy.

There have been times when men 


called to the temporary chairman- 
ship of Democratic Conventions were 
obliged to rely upon an 
enthusias- 


tic expression of their hopes as ma- 
terial for their speeches. In this year 
of. grace, we who are called upon to 
make such addresses can look back 
upon years of significant achievement 
as well as forward to years of prom- 
ise of high service, all parts of a ma- 
tured national policy. 


It used to be said that the Demo- 


cratic party was the party of opposi- 
tion, that it was made up of all sorts 
and conditions of men whose only 
common interest was opposition to 
the party in power, and that there- 
fore,when called into brief moments 
of responsibility it 
exhibited 
the 


weaknesses necessarily inherent in 
such accidental political aggrega- 
tions. 


On the other hand, it was said 


that the Republican party was a 
coherent body, that it had pursued 
steadily a single national policy, and 
that its occupancy of the places of 
power was always characterized by 
definite advances toward the enact- 
ment of its program into law. 
It 


is of course true that at its origin 
the Republican party did have a great 
original purpose which it successfully 
and gloriously accomplished. 
But 


when this original initiative was ex- 
hausted and the party began to live 
upon its traditions, I am frank 
to 


confess that its leaders seem to me 
to have become a highly 
organized 


body of men who apparently knew 
what they wanted and how to get it. 


Whatever may have been the past 


character of these great organiza- 
tions, however, the present situation 
is entirely clear. 
The Republican 


party no longer presents a 
solid 


front. It is no longer held together 
by a consistent and single theory of 
national policy. To speak of a man as 
a Republican today identifies 
him 


with no cause, ascribes to him no 
opinion; and whether 
it 
affiliates 


him vUh progressives or reactionar- 
ies or both, cannot be told until af- 
ter the National Convention in Chi- 
cago next week has adjourned. 


Among the leaders of that party 


there is at 
present 
confusion 
of 


counsel both upon the question of 
candidates and upon principles. Sen- 
ator Harding, for instance, who is to 
preside at the Chicago Convention, 
says that the tarif is to be the issue 
in the next campaign; but numerous 
and eminent Republicans throughout 
the country have replied that 
they 


would not be foolhardy enough to 
menace the present prosperous con- 
dition of the country by suggesting 
another tariff agitation. 
To their 


mind the real Issue in the next cam- 
paign must be an attack upon the 
foreign policy of the national admin- 
istration. Unhappily, however, those 
who desire to attack the foreign pol- 
icy are again 
divided 
Into con- 


fused groups. 
There are those who 


think the foreign policy has 
been 


too peace-loving, that it ought to 
have had more strenjtousness, been 
more bellicose and provocative, and 
they affect to teel a sense of shame 
that with all our size, wealth and gen- 
eral greatness, the people 
of 
the 


United States have been mere passive 
spectators of the greatest armed 
struggle In the history of the rare. 
This party Is again subdivided Into 
those who would have had us enter 
the foreign quarrel on one side and 
those who would have preferred 
to 


see us enter on the other. And then 
there Is a third group, headed by the 
Great 
Detractor, 
who, 
shifting 


Irom position to position on the na- 
tion's foreign policy, selects at each 
time apparently 
whatever 
vantage 


point seems to offer an opportunity 
for making difficult the position of 
the President and 
the 
Congress. 


The motive of this group seems to be 
critical rather than 
constructive, 


and, guided by selfish ambition, It 


of our rights have been secured as 
enable us with dignity and honor to 
stay out. 


Over against all those there Is still 


another faction of the party Which 
believes that the administration has 
been too bellicose, that It has lent 
some ear to the abomination of pre- 
paredness, and that it 
therefore 


ought to be replaced—by Mr. Ford, if 
possible, as an eminently peaceable 
candidate, but If not by Mr. Ford, 
then by anybody else who will es- 
pouse the non-resisting attitude— 
run on the platform of peace at any 
price, and forget that the nation eith- 
er has any duty to its own citizens or 
to mankind at large in the main- 
tenance of those principles for tho 
protection of neutral rights which 
have been won through centuries of 
conflict against the contentions of 
belligerents. 


In other words, what used to be 


the strong, coherent, logical organi- 
zation known as tho Republican par- 
ty, is now, so far as its leaders are 
concerned, an aggregation 
of 
fac- 


tions, agreeing upon no set of prin- 
ciples, advocating no national policy, 
numbering of course many wise but 
many foolish persons, some guided 
by selfishness, some unselfish, some 
patriotic, some thoughtless, the only 
common bond of union being a will- 
ingness to pool Issues to win. And 
this party is about to meet in conven- 
tion at Chicago to select 
whatever 


candidates look best at the last mo- 
ment and whatever principles seem 
to promise to weather the storm un- 
til November. 


In contrast with this the Demo- 


cratic party, having lived through 
years of doubt and hesitation, with a 
central philosophy sometimes more 
a yearning than a program, now pre- 
sents a matured policy, evolved by 
a great leader, welcomed by his par- 
ty associates as tho real expression 
of their political ideals, and already 
in the full tide of demonstrating Its 
justice and its wisrtom as 
applied 


both to the domestic problems of the 
country and to our m'orests involved 
in the conflicts of arms that rage 
in the world. 


Contemporary judgments of great 


events and persons are rarely suffi- 
ciently detached. Time discounts the 
fervor of the advocate and reduces 
the partisan estimate. I am warned, 
therefore, that in what I am about to 
say I must avoid Uie language of ex- 
ultation and restrain at least a part 
of the praise which scents to me to 
be merited by the evonts to be de- 
scribed. 
And yet I may with pro- 


priety point to the fact that from the 
date of the adoption of the last na- 
tional pfatform of 
the 
Democratic 


party there has been definiteness and 
certainty about ^he party's program 
which admitted of no doubt or mis- 
understanding; and to tho equally 
important fact that from the hour of 
his inauguration President 
Wilson 


has pursued steadily that policy, co- 
operating with the Congress to se- 
cure measures of vast importance to 
the business, industry and life of the 
nation;—a program so comprehen- 
sive that in the very nature of tho 


credit the control of the credit lyt* 
tern of the nation meant the mastery 
of the nation's life. 
It was that a 


central bank, not managed by the 
Government, would manage the Gov- 
ernment. 
It named this menace the 


"money trust," and In the 
election 


It 
commissioned 
the 
Democratic 


party to save the country from th* 
domination of Us business and Its life 
by the 
concentration 
of 
financial 


power into the hands of a few 'bank- 
ers In a single street In 
a single 


city. 


'Neither the fear nor the peril was 


unreal. 
The tendency of events had 


been as sure and relentlss as the 
force of gravity. 
Year after 
year 


the small merchalut and the artisan 
in remote and outlying places, and 
the farmer in lonely 
hills, 
found 


their fate bound up by 
influences 


which they could neither se .nor un- 
derstand, with determinations made 
by boards of directors whose names 
they never 
heard. 
An 
Invisible 


government took toll of their earn- 
ings; and however fertile the earth 
or arduous their toil, prosperity was 
but a temporary and delusive prelude 
to recurring periods of ruin and de- 
spair. 
The Glass-Owen Federal Reserve 


Bank lav,- was the answer 
of 
the 


Democratic Congress and President 
to this institution. It rests upon this 
fundamental 
principle — that 
any 


power which controls the economics 
and financial destiny of all the peo- 
ple of the United States can be safe- 
ly trusted only to the Government of 
the people of the United States. I 
shall not undertake to review 
the 


terms of that law nor 
dwell long 


upon the struggle to secure its en- 
actment. 
H was bitterly 
opposed. 


Distinguished members of both 
the 


Senate and the House prophesied fi- 
nancial ruin for the country should 
4t become law. 
All the forces 
of 


centralized finance were brought to 
bear to obstruct its 
consideration. 


Before the Committee of Congress, 
in newspapers, iu pamphlets and in 
books, the old way was defended and 
the new way attacked. The measure 
had been 
drawn . before 'President 


Wilson's inauguration'and had been 
considered 'by him upon the invita- 
tion of the committee having 
its 


preparation in hand. The new Presi- 
dent threw aside the cold formali- 
ties of a written address, personally 
appeared in the House of Represen- 
tatives, and before 
the assembled 


legislators of the nation gave the bill 
the weight of his convincing advo- 
cacy. 
It was a long and hard strug- 


gle, but ultimately, 
so 
convincing 


was the demoristration, the bill was 
adopted in the House by a vote of 
298 to 60, and in the Senate by 43 
to 25. 
Thirty-four .Republicans, H 
Progressives, and one 
Independent 


in the House voted for it; and in 
the Senate one Progressive Senator 
and three Republicans sided 
with 


the majority. 
The law was immedi- 


ately put into operation, the Federal 
Reserve Bank organized, and 
from 


that hour to this, under conditions 
which might well have shaken any 
less stable financial structure, 
the 


market price which can be found by 
consulting 
the dally 
newspapers. 


The farmer's land* produce the ulti- 
mate necessities of life. Their value, 
therefore, is stable and sure. 
But 


the credit of the United States has 
hitherto flowed to the manufacturer 
and the merchant, because of the 
superior fludlty of the securities he 
could offer and credit for the farmer 
has been both difficult to obtain and 
costly out of all proportion to the 
solidity of the security upon which It 
rests. 
Steadily pursuing the policy upon 


which it entered into power, the 
Democratic party has now matured a 
rural credit bill which 
devises 
a 


system of credit 
for 
the 
farmer, 


based upon the value of his lands, 
rendered convertible by the Issuance 
of land bonds which will be one of 
the ultimate stable securities in!our 
financial system. This act will place 
the farmer on an equality with the 
merchant and the captain of industry 
in commanding the credit necessary 
to his enterprises, and is the first 
comprehensive recognition by the na- 
tion of the needs and rights of those 
who till the soil as the foundation 
of our entire economic structure. 


This Act and the Federal Reserve 


Bank Act are a complete perform- 
ance of the financial promises of the 
Democratic platform, and they Invite 
comparison with the feeble failure of 
the Republican party, in its long 
retention of the federal power, to 
meet this great need. The marvel of 
it all is that in so brief a time so 
much has been accomplished. I chal- 
lenge the critics of this Administra- 
tion to select out of the whole reach 
of Republican history two Acts which 
will compare with these in construc- 
tive statesmanship. 


The report of the Comptroller of 


the Currency for the 
seventh 
of 


March of this year shows that the re- 
sources of the national banks of the 
United States amounted to 
nearly 


fourteen thousand million dollars— 
greater by three thousand 
million 


dollars than the aggregate resources 
of the Bank of England, the Bank of 
France, the Imperial Bank of Ger- 
many, the Bank of the Netherlands, 
the Swiss National Bank, and the 
Bank of Japan—greater by two thou- 
sand million dollars than the aggre- 
gate resources of all of our own na- 
tional banks as shown by the report 
for 1915. It is this great force that 
has been harnessed and 
made 
to 


serve not merely our own domestic, 
industrial and commercial needs, but, 
placed under our growing interna- 
tional trade, and as the financial su- 
premacy of the world has 
passed 


across the seas and come to us, we 
now have the instrumentality through 
which American credit can be made

out; and a policy, to judge by the 
beginnings already made, so sound 
and beneficial that it ought to be 
continued and Riven an opportunity 
to bring to full maturity its great 
promise. 
I shall not attempt to discuss with 


statistics and in detail 
the 
great 


constructive measures which have al- 
ready been enacted or 
are 
under 


present consideration in Congress. As 
the campaign goes 
on, 
literature 


and speeches will impress the merit 
of these measures upon the mind of 
the country, and the questionings of 
all will be satisfied as to the results 
which have been attained. There are, 
however, several of these laws to 
which I desire to draw for a few min- 
utes your attention, and of these I 
take the largest first. 


Four years ago 
the 
Democratic 


party declared in its national plat- 
form : 
"We oppose the so-called Aldrich 


bill or the establishment of a central 
bank, and wo believe the people of 
the country will be 
largely 
freed 


from panics and consequent unem- 
ployment and business depresion by 
such a systematic revision of 
our 


banking laws as will render tempor- 
ary relief in localities where such re- 
lief is needed, with protection from 
control or dominated 
by -what 
i? 


known as the 'money trust'." 


For long years 
the 
Republican 


party had proclaimed itself the es- 
pecial guardian of the financial in- 
stitutions of the country. 
Most of 


the financial 
legislation 
on 
the 


statute books was of its making. It 
called to its council tables men of 
large affairs. Legislators of its per- 
suasion rubbed olbows with the doc- 
tors of high finance. 
And yet, with 


deadly regularity there came over 
the industry and the commerce of 
this nation blighting panics 
which 


seemed to arise, like the typhoons 
on the China Sea, unexplained, un- 
avoidable, disastrous. 
They concur- 


red with no failures of crops; they 
were unrelated to~excitemcnt in our 
international relations; and 
when 


they were gone, the prostrated husl- 
nes and industry 
of 
the 
country 


could get no better explanation from 
those who assumed to 
know than 
"glutted markets" or fantastic the- 
ories of depressions In financial cy- 
cles, which 
neither 
repaired 
the 


damage nor mnch enlightened the 
victim. 
The Republican 
party, realizing 


the necessity of action, had, in the 
Sixty-first Congress, put, the 
whole 


matter In the hands of Its rhicf fi- 
nancial doctor, and he, having once 
more consulted the oracles, present* 
nd an the Republican 
remedy 
for 


financial panics and depressions the 
theory of a central bank. 
In favor 


of his plan wore the combined Inter- 
ests of the country; some voluntary, 
because they understood, others hyp- 


Bank has steadied the business and 
commerce of 
the 
country. There 


has 'been no cornering of the money 
market since the establishment 
of 


the IBank. There has been elasticity 
in the 
currency—shrinking where 


there was no need for a large vol- 
ume, and expansion when and where 
the transportation and financing of 
crops and industries were necessary. 
The measure has faced profound dis- 
turbances in our international trade, 
but it lias ridden safely through the 
storm and blessed every section of 
this whole nation with the assurance 
of a scientific monetary system. To- 
day there is no respectable opinion 
in the United States which does not 
admit this Act to be one of our great 
historic pieces of constructive legis- 
lation. 


No plank will he adopted at Chica- 


go to repeal the 
'Federal 
Reserve 


Bank law; no candidate 
will 
be 


found willing to break a lance in 
that vain fight. 


If there 
were no other 
great 


achievement of the Wilson Adminis- 
tration, this Act alone would set the 
seal of statesmanship upon 
it and 


woald afford a record for courage 
and wisdom upon which the party 
could confidently 
appeal 
to 
the 


country. 
Nor have we yet seen 
the 
full 


measure of the benefit of this law. 
We used to know the names of un- 
official 
individuals 
whose 
whim 


could cause a panic, and reports of 
whose illness would cause a riot in 
the Stock Exchange. 
Today there 


are no such individuals. The Fed- 
eral Reserve Board, a creature of the 
Government, having the public wel- 
fare as its only interest, dominates 
the financial situation, and the mob- 
ilized financial resources of the na- 
tion are available to sustain the trade 
and industry of the powerful and the 
weak alike. 


But if there should ever come a 


demand upon this nation such as has 
come upon the nations of tho Old 
World — if the supreme test of our 
strength is ever made—this great in- 
stitution, freed from every selfish 
impulse, open to no suspicion of pri- 
vate gain, related to no industry, 
will take its place in the prepared- 
ness program, mobilizing the finan- 
cial strength of the nation back of its 
fighting forces, sustaining our in- 
dustry and 
our 
commerce 
upon 


which, in the last analysis, our de- 
fensive strength must rest. 


There has been much talk on the 


subject of preparedness, and many 
sound and patriotic suggestions have 
been made with a view to rendering 
the great strength 
of tho United 


States available in the hour of need. 
But this act of legislation has done 
for the strengthening 
of 
America 


more than In contemplated by any of 
the proposals. We arc now n»ady to 
finance the defense of America, no 
matter what the demand. 


In the national Democratic plat- 


form there waa another provision 
which said "Of equal 
Importance 


with the question of currency reform 
Is the question of rural credits or ag- 
ricultural finance." Tho farmer owns 


unselfishly, thus serving a 
great 


world purpose and cementing the tie 
of business and 
of 
friendship 
be- 


tween tho peoples or the Western 
hemisphere. 
Tho tariff legislation of the Unit- 


ed States prior to 1912 had. gone] 
from bad to worse. Starting with the 
theory of infant industries, the Re- 
publican doctrine had come to be 
that an increase in the tariff was a 
panacea for almost any economic ill. 
It had been pointed out time and 
again that too high a tariff enfeebled 
the industrial initiative of our peo- 
ple- that wastefulness and inertia re- 
sulted from tariff rates which pre- 
cluded competition; that behind the 
tariff wall consolidations inevitably 
monopolized industry and substituted 
for the rule of a fair competitive re- 
turn prices based upon the rule "all 
that the traffic will bear." Disinter- 
ested scholars made elaborate statis- 
tical 
Investigations 
and 
demon- 


strated that the benefit of a high 
tariff went to the tariff barons and 
not to the wage-earning class. But by 
one of those subtle fallacies which 
sometimes erects a coincidence into 
a relation of cause and effect, many 
people in this country had come to 
believe that a high protective tariff 
and a full dinner pail bore the direct 
i elation of father and son. Of course, 
the dinner pail was not always full 
when we had a high protective tar- 
iff but in a country of boundless nat- 
ural resources, filled with an ener- 
getic, hard-working people, 
freed 


from many of the evils which older 
and more congested populations suf- 
fered, it was easy to instance a bet- 
tor average condition for our people. 
Those who were directly enriched by 
high protective duties, being happy 
in their estate and 
knowing the 


cause, found it easy to extol to oth- 
ers, the virtues of the schedules by 
which they so clearly throve.
